Which Irvin Hull Lost Life From 
Fractured Skull. 


Although an 
operation was 
per­ 
formed Tuesday afternoon on Mrs. 
George Hull, who was hurt in an au­ 
tomobile accident in which Irvin P. 
Hull, of Hanover, was fatally injured, 
Mrs. Hull died Wednesday morning at 
the Keystone Hospital in H arrisburg, 
where she was take immediately fol­ 
lowing the accident. 
It was found 
that several of the internal organs 
were injured and the operation was 
resorted to, but it was impossible to 
save her life. 
The accident in which Mrs. Hull 
received the injuries which resulted 
in her death 
occurred 
on Sunday, 
October 22, at about 11:30 p. rn. at 
a sharp curve on the G ettysburg road 
about a mile south of Dillsburg. The 
party which consisted of Mr. and Mrs. 
Irvin P. Hull and Mr. and Mrs. George 
Hull, Sr., were returning home from 
Altoona. 
Irvin P. 
Hull, who 
died 
several hours after the accident oc­ 
curred, suffered a 
fractured 
skull. 
George Hull, Sr., suffered a hem orr­ 
hage on Monday night, being caused 
by the injuries which he received. 
M r. Hull, who had been with his 
w'ifc since the accident except 
last 
Thursday when he was at Hanover to 
attend the funeral of his son, left the 
hospital, after being 
assured 
that 
Mrs. 
Hull 
was 
resting as well as 
could be expected under the circum­ 
stances. 
Mr. and Mrs. C. T. Harsh, 
New Oxford, the latter a sister of 
Mrs. Hull, visited the hospital Tues­ 
day and left there at about IO o’­ 
clock. 
Mr, Hull received word from 
the hospital Tuesday that an opera­ 
tion was necessary and that hope of 
recovery for Mrs. Hull 
was slight. 
It was found that her lungs had been 
punctured and other internal organs 
ruptured by the ribs

Meeting in regular monthly session, 
Wednesday evening, members of the 
Gettysburg Borough Council voted to 
accept the 
proposition of the 
State 
Departm ent of Health to send an en­ 
gineer here to make a general study 
of sanitary conditions and advise on 
the proper disposition of the borough’s 
sewage. 
This action was taken after 
a letter from C. A. Emerson, chief 
engineer of the Departm ent of Health, 
received 
by J . L. Williams, 
Esq., 
borough solicitor, had been read and 
discussed. 
For several years the odors arising 
from Rock Creek into which the flow 
from the 
borough’s sewage 
disposal 
plant is directed, have been the subject 
of the debate among residents of the 
eastern section of town, members of 
the Gettysburg Board of Health and 
the town 
council. 
The sewage 
dis­ 
posal plant is doing all th at can be 
jexpected of it, in the opinion of 
Mr. 
Emerson, who says he is fam iliar with 
conditions existing here. 
Councilman R. P. Funkhouser stat­ 
ed th at a new pump and two new 
tanks had been installed at the sewage 
disposal plant and th at now it was in 
better working condition than for some 
time past. 
M r. Emerson states, however, that 
a settling plant such as is used for dis­ 
posing of 
G ettysburg’s sewage 
has 
many limitations. 
He points out th at 
!these limitations 
are such that 
the 
; flow 
from the plant is little better 
{than the raw sewage, at least as re­ 
g a rd s nuisance forming qualities. This 
fact was clearly demonstrated during 
the dry periods of the past summer, 
councilmen agreed. 
County's Responsibility 
That the County Home has an equal 
responsibility with the town to purify 
jits sewage is the opinion of Mr. Emer­ 
son. 
He urges th at if Gettysburg is 
to construct a modern type of sewage 
'disposal plant, the possibilities of joint 
action 
by the 
county and 
borough 
should be investigated. 
By co-opera­ 
tion between the two, he points out, it 
is cheaper to build and m aintain the 
plant jointly than for each to 
erect 
an independent treatm ent system. 
The cost of erecting a modem sew­ 
age disposal 
plant was touched 
on 
briefly by Mr. Emerson in his letter. 
But he stated that no one could tell 
definitely regarding 
the total 
cost 
W ithout making preliminary surveys. 
He urged that the plant, if built, bo 
J constructed in steps or stages, until 
the entire unit is complete. 
No plans have yet been drawn 
up

Charles Garland, 23-year-old million­ 
aire, who gave up fortune, wife and 
children in order that he might be — 
himself. 
His hermit retreat is a reconstruct­ 
ed hen house, divided through the mid­ 
dle and equipped with a stove, a table, 
a cot, a desk, a lamp and a typewriter. 
Here is the oddly assorted family

“Much would be done by concerted 
action,” Professor Harshberger states,

Professor Harshberger goes on to 
state that tulip trees should be planted 
from one end of the State to the other, 
along tin* 
Lincoln Highway. 
If the 
State would do this, he points out, it 
would have an avenue rivaling the fa­ 
mous one of Cyptomenia trees leading 
to the temple of Nikko, in Japan. 
“With these trees,” Professor Harsh­ 
berger concludes, “the civic organiza­ 
tions could do their planting of flow­ 
ering plants with a judicious selection 
of the kinds that would succeed 
and 
wouldn’t become troublesome later as 
weeds to annoy the industrious farm­ 
er, who has many things to overcome 
in the successful raising of crops.”
